FAULTS 16 YEARS 
SUPERVISOR OATS 


He Testifies He Fama 
San Francisco Bureau 
Operation as Far Back 
as 1935 and Was Re- 
buked. —

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 8—Of- 
ficials of the Internal Revenue 


Bureau in Washington knew the 
San Francisco tax office was not 
functioning properly for at least 
16 years, the House subcommit- 
tee investigating tax scandals was 
told today. 

Stanley V. McKenney, super- 
visor of accounts for California, 
Arizona, Nevada and Hawaii, tes- 
tified he made complaints as far 
back as 1935 that went uncorrect- 
ed. At the time he was assistant 
supervisor for the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau. 

Shortly after his arrival here. 
McKenney related, he criticized 
the “arrogant and autocratic 
manner” in which the San Fran- 
cisco office was operated. 

Report Leaked Out. 

Although the report was nat 
dential, it leaked back to John V 
Lewis, then collector, who com- 
plained bitterly about the criti- 
cism to Guy T. Helvering, then 
commissioner of internal rev- 
enue, McKenney said. 

A short time later, George J. 
Schoeneman, then deputy com- 
missioner of internal revenue 


_ and later commissioner, wrote to 


McKenney saying the whole suc- 
cess of the supervisory work de- 
pended on the ability of the su- 
pervisor to establish harmonious’ 
relations with the collector. Only 
if the collector refused to accept 


city government, education and 


suggestions, Schoeneman said, 
was the supervisor to report crit- 
icisms to Washington. 

“I considered this letter a re- 
buke to me for my criticism,” Mc- 
Kenny said. “From its tone I felt 
we were obliged to maintain har- 
nfonious relations with the col- 
lector at all times.”

Smyth has since been fired by 
President Truman and is. under 
indictment on ¢charges of con- 
spiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment. 

After 1948, when a new policy 
was established of giving the col- 
lector not only statistical data but 
also commentary on conditions in 
his office, McKenney said he still 
made it a point to inform the 
commissioner of conditions in the 
San Francisco office. 

“I feel sure he had a pretty 
clear picture of the office,” he 
said. 

“Then Washington knew for 15 


years that the office was not func- 


tioning properly?” asked Repre- 
sentative Robert W. Kean (Rep.), 
New Jersey. 
“Yes,” McKenney replied. 
Deputy to Be Questioned. 

Later today Deputy Collector 
Thomas J. Doolan will be ques- 
tioned by the King subcommittee 
about his “bill of particulars” 
that led to the indictment of 
Smyth and Whree assistants. 

Doolan made 15 charges of ir- 
regularities in the collector's of- 
fice. As a result of his charges, 
the entire tor command of the 
office was removed.

PITUITARY GLAND 
REMOVED, CANCER 
PATIENT IMPROVES 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 8 (AP)—A 
team of scientists at Johns Hop- 
kins Hospital has removed the 
vital pituitary gland from a 72- 
year-old cancer patiert and kept 
him in good health for nearly 
three months. 

When treatment was started 


i last November, the patient was

bedridden and suffered pain from 
a tumor in the gland. Cancer de- 
veloped and spread. 

Now the patient walks around 
without trouble, visits his home 
and does not have those knotty 
pains in his system. His appetite 
is good, he sleeps soundly and 
has put on 17 pounds. 

The pituitary is a pea-sized 
gland at the base of the brain. 
The back part secretes hormones 
that control the body’s salt and 
water balance. The front ejects 
hormones which in turn stimu- 


late the body’s principal hor- 
mone-secreting organs. Doctors 
removed the gland and then in- 
jected small doses of cortisone. 

Dr. William W. Scott of the 
hospital’s staff emphasized that 
the treatment was purely experi- 
mental and could not be regard- 
ed as a cure for cancer. He said 


}| it was too early to determine the 


full value of the treatment except 
as an aid in studying the role of 
the pituitary and other hormones 
in certain cancer cases.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (UP)— 
A former deputy United States 
Marshal, a policeman, and 12 oth- 
ers convicted on charges of op- 
erating a multi-million dollar 
numbers racket were sentenced 
in United States district court to- 
day. Detective Sgt. Robert Kirby, 
now under suspension, and for- 
mer deputy marshal James Lowry 
each received one to three years 
in the penitentiary. 

Judge James R. Kirkland said 
Kirby was guilty of “selling his 
gun as a common torpedo.” He 
said Lowry was the only deputy 
United States Marshal ever to be 
convicted of a crime in district 
court.

While the conclusions of this 
analysis may be disputed, it can- 
not be said that its concessions 
to Taft are altogether ungener- 
ous.

French Under Suspicion.

Some countries other than 
France are now becoming in- 
creasingly worried about the im- 
plications of German rearma- 
ment and may also join in spik- 
ing it though not openly. 

German participation in a Eu- 
ropean army, some governments 
are convinced, is: bound to mean 
German domination of that army 
for the simple reason that Ger- 
man troops will be the best dis- 
cipined, best equipped and prob- 
ably more numerous than any 
others. 

Since the European army will 
be the dominant element in forces 
under Gen. Dwight Eisenhower's 
command this implies that the 
Germans sooner or later will be 
sitting in the driving seat of 
SHAPE and of NATO. 

As a result of this reasoning 
there is growing sentiment in 
favor of admitting Germany to 
NATO as a single nation with na- 
tional troops, thus subjecting it

The recent voting record of the 
United States delegates to the United 
Nations meeting in Paris reflects cer- 
tain myths which have been spread for 
petty political advantage. 

The result of this myth-spreading has 
meant that positive meastres must wait 
while public men prove that they dre 
not only anti-Communist, but they will 
support policies only if the Communists 
are not supporting them, regardless of 
the merits of individual actions. 

In an age when the crucial questions 
of peace are in the balance, our wisest 
and ablest citizens are needed to rep- 
resent this country in world councils. 
Our delegates are wise and able men, 

. but for the moment, they seem to have 
succumbed to the myths. 

Negative anc stubborn response to 
Soviet moves could not serve the Com- 
munist interest better, just as domestic 
disunity and witch-hunting have dis- 
tracted us from increasing the fruits of 
democracy, so the failure of nerve in 
our’ delegates has distracted them from 
positive peace making. 

In instance after instance in the past, 
we have been able to rally the nations 
for jastice and for peace.

If democracy has any merits we must 
choose positive action guided by intelli- 
gence, not myths.

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Campaign Costs Problem 
" ‘Television, the latest device for bringing in- 
formation to the public, calls new attention to 
an old problem in American politics. As John 
Crosby points out, the television networks have 
sold their coverage of this year’s national party 
conventions to private advertisers for seven- 


figure prices. 

This should mean no more than commercials 
between speeches. But Mr. Crosby is worried 
about the future effect of so many dollars spent 
in connection With politics. He is even more con- 
cerned about how individual candidates may get 
money for the television time without which 
they can hardly make an effective campaign in 
the modern manner. : 

Campaign expenditures, of course, have long 
been a temptation to political corruption. As long 
ago as 1907, President Theodore Roosevelt asked 
Congress to appropriate “for the proper and le- 
gitimate expenses of the great national parties.” 
That would be one way of avoiding private con- 
tributions and the “favors” with which they are 
sometimes repaid. 

More immediately to the point are the sug- 
gestions made to the Senate Elections Commit- 
tee by Senator William Benton, Connecticut 
Democrat. He advocates: 

1. The provision of a limited amount of 
free, well-spotted radio and television time 
for candidates for federal office. . . . The 
Federal Communications Commission might 
give some weight in favor of those who vol- 
unteer to provide a modest amount of free 
air-time to all candidates. 


2. The limited use of free mailing privi- 
leges by all candidates for federal office. 

3. Above all, existing federal statutes on 
corrupt election practices must. be revised 
to cope straightforwardly with actual condi- 
tions—then be rigidly enforced with the 
help of a nonpartisan citizens’ commission. . 
That third point covers much ground: tighter 

restrictions on campaign contributions by cor- 
porations and their officers, more rigorous re- 
porting of contributions, publication of the 
names of those receiving contracts or subsidies 


from government and so on. 

Senator Sa ., deeply shocked by 
the disclosures of the Maryland campaign and 
by the scandals which have been in the head- 
lines more recently. A great many other people 
have been shocked just as deeply. And they are 
thinking not only about the immediate task of 
investigation and punishment, but also the long- 
range task of leading politicians away from 
temptation.

We predict that this canny, rotund man 
of the cloth will still trail evil-doers long after 
the gin-drinking, hard-talking detectives of cur- 
rent whodunit fiction are hopelessly outdated— 
and forgotten. 
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Town Meeting in a City 

The first public “beef session” conducted by 
the Public Welfare Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen has turned out so auspiciously that 
the Aldermen should be encouraged to make it a 
permanent event at regular intervals. 

Citizens did not come for the sole purpose of 
complaining. Some came in search of informa- 
tion. Some had suggestions to offer—some of 
which were so good that they were adopted. 

Since the session was not merely a “beef ses- 
sion,” and since it is hoped that future sessions 
also will be broader than beefing, perhaps it 
would be better—and more accurate—to call 
these occasions by some such name as “town 
meetings.” - 

Town meetings are rooted deep in the popular 
government of this country.

Gov. Walter J. Kohler of Wisconsin dis- 
appoints many citizens outside his state as well 
as within it by his decision not to run against 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy for the Republican 
nomination for the Senate seat which McCarthy 
now holds. 

There is much in Gov. Kohler’s record to 
indicate not only that he would like to offer the 
voters an alternative to McCarthyism, but that 
he would have been successful in doing so. He 
has been persuaded not to do it, however, and 
the prospect now is that Senator McCarthy will 
have the Republican nomination with little or 
no primary opposition. 

Is this what the Republican party stands for 
in 1952? Clearly it is what Senator Taft of 
Ohio is willing to associate himself with. That 
is all too evident. In his Wisconsin appearances 
Mr. Republican embraced McCarthy's tactics 
more fully than ever before—and the connec- 
tion was already too close for conscience. 

But what about the.G.O.P. as a whole? Does 
it want so much to win that it does not care 
how low it stodps? Do the backers of Gen. 
Eisenhower mean to run the risk of nominating 
him to run for President along with*the Mc- 
Carthys, Kems and Jenners, who will be seeking 
Senate seats this year? Does it make no dif- 
ference to them that they oppose violently what 
he stands for? 

It is the G.O.P.’s choice if it decides to stand 
with these Senators on their records. To do so 
is for the Republicans to invite repudiation at 
the hands of the independent voters next 
November. 
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Nod From Alderman Harris 


Alderman Alfred I. Harris has decided to quit 
sitting on the bill to establish a land clearance 
commission, and that is good news for St. Louis. 

We hope the Board of Aldermen, now that the 
bill has emerged from Mr. Harris’ smothering 
embrace, will lose no time in passing it. Es- 
tablishment of a land clearance commission is 
vital to a start on the urban redevelopment 
program, already too long delayed. 

Why Alderman Harris at last decided to let 
the Board of Aldermen consider the bill is not 
immediately apparent. For three months his spe- 
cial committee on housing has failed to bring in 
a recommendation, while Alderman Harris rum- 
bled none too clear objections to the plan for 
redevelopment of the Plaza area downtown. Now 
Mr. Harris cheerily reports that he and Mayor 
Darst have no differences on housing, and the 
committee unanimously recommends that the 
bill do pass. 

The sooner it do, the better.

A University of Kansas research crew, com- 


plete with adding machines and psychometric 
tests, has concluded that the grades of college 
athletes are only slightly lower than the grades 
of non-athletes. Football players as a group do 
rather poorly but basketball players about hold 
their own. 

These conclusions are just about what any- 
body might expect; otherwise there would be 
reason to question the research involved. For 
the study was made in Kansas, where basketball 
has always been considered a more intellectual 
pursuit than football, and it was also made at a 
teachers’ college, where the price of tackles is 
at a discount. 

Even there, however, it appears that football 
players are desirable campus attractions beeause 
they know what to do with a football, whether 
or not they know what to do with calculus. 
Basketball has more lately come to commercial 
emphasis. Time was when a basketball player 
might even be found in Le Cercle Francais but 
this was before odds were posted on the game. 
Even now, though, some players apparently let 
books get in their way. 

We would guess that the K.U. study indicates 
more about non-athletes than athletes. The 
athletes have less time to study, yet fall only 
slightly behind the whole student body. If 
this proves anything it is that many students 
not only do not play football but do not study 
much either. The fact was noted before any- 
body ever heard of psychometrics, or football. 
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To Strengthen NATO 


Turkey and Greece are much closer to mem- 
bership in NATO today. The United States Sen- 
ate has approved the admission protocol by the 
overwhelming vote of 73 to 2, after a sharp 
debate over the power of the President to de- 
ploy troops abroad. The French National As- 
sembly has voted 511 to 101, with only Commu- 
nist members opposed, to approve a similar ad- 
mission measure. 

The sooner full-fledged membership is accord- 
ed these two Mediterranean nations the better. 
As the Post-Dispatch military analyst, Brig. Gen. 
Thomas R. Phillips, retired, has pointed out, 
Turkey and Greece are important sources of 
manpower in the defense of non-Communist Eu- 
rope against aggression. Together they have 
some 500,000 trained men under arms. 

Moreover the presence of Turkey and Greece 
in NATO should be an incentive to Western Eu- 
ropean nations to do more than they are now 
doing to support the security force which Gen. 
Eisenhower is still trying to put together after 
a year at SHAPE. The bones will be no good 
without the sinews.

Illinois, Michigan, Ohio and Wisconsin 
are important states in 1952. A brief trip 
by the editor through these states rein- 
forces the opinions we have expressed in 
recent weeks, and leads us to restate them 
as strongly as we can.

Hatred of his opponent, not faith 
in himself, is Truman’s one real source of 
strength. Only against Taft can Truman 
win, and against Taft, he is the weakest 
candidate. 

Setond, Robert Taft is a strong force 
politically. The Old Guard is solidly be- 
hind him, and deeply entrenched. While 
his arrogance offends many voters, it con- 
vinces more that he has the will to win. 

In contrast the Eisenhower movement is 
insubstantial. Liberals and labor voters 
are swayed against him by his domestic

views. Independents distrust any mill- 
tary man. Republican support of Eisen- 
hower is strongest in big cities, but these 
cities are often Democratic, and suffer 
through the disproportionate representa- 
tion held by rural districts in the party 
conventions.

Third, if candidates are set aside, the 
Democratic party is as strong as the Re- 
publican party in the Republican Midwest. 
The Democratic party is divided in every 
state; but where the division is not too 
deep, and control rests in liberal hands, 
it can win. 

Cynicism, caused by corruption and fear 
instilled by McCarthyism, has sapped the 
spirit of young Americans, particularly 
students. Yet except in Wisconsin, where 
McCarthyism has become a cult, the mo- 
sien of liberals in the Democratic party is 


More than anything else, the entry of 
Senator Kefauver into the presidential 
primaries has dispelled apathy, and led 
voters to discuss candidates and therefore 
issues on their merits once more. 

These three opinions lead to our con- 
clusion: that for the good of his program 
and his party, President Truman should 
take himself out of the 1952 presidential 
campaign. His indecision, so exasperat- 
ing, is harming, not helping, his program 
in Congress and his prestige in the nation. 

Between now and April, one half of our 
states will hold dential primaries. 
These are intended to be scenes for en- 
lightening debate, not for the me 
parades of favorite sons which short-sight- 
ed political maneuvering sets in motion. 

Once the President withdraws, the old 
leaven of democracy will start its work. 
The presidential will again be- 
become the forum which its originators in- 
tended it to be. The courage of pioneers 
like Estes Kefauver will be recognized, 
and men such as Adlai Stevenson, who 
now are waiting for Truman’s decision, 
will emerge as leaders of stature and bril- 
liance, fully qualified to govern America 
and- dedicated to carrying out all that is, 
good and lasting in Truman’s Fair Deal.

They make one appreciate even 
more the inevitable logic of the 
other pictures and give added 
awareness of how this technique, 
which might at first glance seem 
merely a brilliant tour de force, | 
is really a fully realized means | 
of expression.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
The Duke of Windsor sailed for 
England early today to attend 
funeral services for the man to 
whom he gave Britain's throne— 
his brother, George VI. 

He was traveling aboard the 
liner Queen Mary, due at South- 
ampton next Wednesday. His 
wife stayed behind in New York. 


The duke boarded the ship here 
last night. He wore a black band 
of mourning on his arm. 

“This voyage,” he said, “is in- 
deed sad—and it is all the sadder 
for me because I am undertaking 
it alone.” 

Beside him stood his duchess— 
the American for whom he abdi- 
cated his throne. 

He, Brother, ‘Very Close.’ 

The former monarch continued, 
reading a prepared statement in 
quiet tones: 

“The late King and I were very 
close, and the outstanding quali- 
ties of kingship he possessed 
made easier for me the passing 
on of the uninterrupted succes- 
sion to the throne of the United 
Kingdom.

SDENCE EASING PAN 
OF CLEANING MOUSTR 


Causes of ‘Delayed Action’ 
Stains Being Tracked Down 
by Researchers. 


Yellow or brown stains that 
show up on clothing when it 
comes back from the cleaner— 
the “biggest headache the indus- 
try has’—may be on their way 
out. 

Members of the National Insti- 
tute of Cleaning and Dyeing, 
holding their forty-third annual 
convention at Hotel Jefferson, 
were told today that research is 
finding ways to prevent such 
stains. 

J. C. Alexander, assistant re- 
search director for the institute, 
described current research proj- 
ects and showed color slides that 


reveal the “real culprit” in many 
cases to be sugar, in one form or 
another. 

“Suppose a woman spills a 
drink on a wool skirt,” Alexander 
continued. “She takes it to her 
cleaner. He cleans it and it comes 
out beautifully, with no stain. She 
has it cleaned several times more 
and there is no stain. Then she 
sends it again and out pops that 
stain.” 

The answer to the. perplexing 
“delayed action” stain lies in tem- 
perature control during the clean- 
ing process, Alexander concluded, 
at least in the case of wool. 

The nation’s inflation problems 
will worsen, Raymond T. Walsh, 
New York economist, told the 
group yesterday.

IMMORAL IN DRESS 


Plunging necklines were ranked 
No. 1 as morally objectionable to 
men in a poll on various types of 
women’s dress conducted recently 
by a Catholic group, it was an- 
nounced today. 


The 62 men students at St. 
Louis University who answered a 
questionnaire rated strapless 
dresses second as morally ob- 
jectionable among 22 types of 
dress listed. 

Although 300 students in Cath- 
olic boys’ high schools here also 
listed plunging necklines first as 
morally improper dress for 
women, they gave second place 
in this category to very thin 
blouses, 

Other types of dress voted ob- 
jectionable were form-fitting 
sweaters, off-the-shoulder dresses, 
backless evening dresses and 
“short shorts.” However, in some 
instances, the students indicated 
they considered the items “be- 
coming.” 

The poll was taken by the St. 
Louis chapter of an organization 
formed here two years ago, 
chiefly by young women from 
Catholic colleges and high schools, 
to promote decency in dress and 
entertainment.

On most days of the year, even 
now, Britons use the great hall 
as a kind of lobby to the House 
of Commons, mostly without a 
glance at its unique hammer- 
beam roof. 


Once Housed Taverns. 

Three hundred years ago the 
hall got even less respect—it was 
filled with booths and used as 
one of the rowdiest; of London's 
covered markets. Two taverns 
were built up against its walls— 
one called Heaven and the other 
Hell, but both of evil repute. 

All trace of those buildings has 
disappeared. 

The hall now lies inside the 
railed nineteenth century enclos- 
ure of the Palace of Westminster 
(the Houses of Parliament).

King George VI himself ad- 
dressed Parliament there at the 
formal opening in 1950 of the 
new House of Commons, which 
replaced the one destroyed by 
ee firebombs in World War 

The King is not permitted to 
enter the House of Commons it- 
self, so the opening ceremonies 
were held in Westminster Hall. 

The great Liberal Prime Min- 
ister William Gladstone, who died 
in 1898, was the first Briton to 
receive the homage of his coun- 
trymen there after death. 

Twelve years later another 
mighty procession of Londoners, 
the duke rubbing shoulders with 
the dustman, filed past the body 
of King Edward VII, the first 
dead King to lie there in state.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
George F. Kennan, nominated by 
President Truman to be Ambassa- 
dor to Moscow, is a diplomat who 
can talk to Stalin in his own lan- 
guage. 

The noted “Mr. X” of United 
States-Russian relations will, if 
confirmed by the Senate, succeed 
retired Adm. Alan G. Kirk in the 
top American diplomatic post be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. Truman 
accepted Kirk’s resignation, effec- 
tive yesterday. 

Kennan, who Is at 47 a veteran 
of 25 years in the foreign service, 
is perhaps best known outside the 
State Department as the author 
of the policy of containment 
under which the United States, 
about five years ago, began to 
bulwark threatened countries to 
protect them against Communist 
conquest. 

Faith in Adjustment. 

Inside the department he is 
recognized as a brilliant diplomat 
and scholarly thinker who be- 
lieves in the possibility of even- 
tual adjustments between the 
Communists and free world once 
the allied nations have made 
themselves strong enough to ne- 
gotiate with Russia on a basis of 
military strength. It is in this 
that the real significance of his 
appointment may lie. 

For the United States and its 
allies are well embarked on the 
program of building the power 
considered necessary to stabilize 
East-West relations, if they are 
ever to be stabilized. Should the 


Kremlin in the near future show 
any tendency to adjust to this 
situation, Kennan will be in a 
key position to spot the trend 
and explore the possibilities. 
Containment Theory. 

Kennan developed the contain- 
ment theory in a lengthy memo- 
randum he submitted to the State 
Department while he was counse- 
lor of embassy at Moscow about 
the end of World War II. Later 
he lectured on it at the National 
War College and his lecture was 
subsequently published in a for- 
eign affairs magazine. The maga- 
zine article was signed “Mr. X,” 
but State Department associates 
shortly identified Kennan as the 
author. 

A quiet, slender, youthful-look- 
ing man, Kennan has been a stu- 
dent of Russian affairs and the. 
Russian language since the ear- 
liest years of his foreign service 
career. Assuming that the Senate, 
as expected, clears his nomina- 
tion, he will be the first fluent 
speaker of the language to serve 
as envoy since the United States 
recognized the Soviet Union 1933. 

Kennan’s most recent assign- 
ments in the State Department 
were top ranking policy-making 
positions. In 1948 he became di- 
rector of the policy-planning staff 
and in 1949 he also took on the 
job of counselor. A year ago he 
took leave from Government serv- 
ice to go to the Institute of Ad- 
vanced studies at Princeton, N. J. 
He is expected to return to Gov- 
ernment service in a few weeks.

Laurel tracks. 

MacPhail indicated ~that he) 
would recommend to his syndi- 
cate that it drop its negotiations 
to buy Bowie. 

The commission assigned the 
dates yesterday after MacPhail, 
President Milton A. Reckford of 
the Pimlico and President John 
D. Schapiro of Laurel had failed 
to agree on dates in a series of 
conferences. 

This is how the commission as- 
signed the dates, following last 
year’s pattern: 

Spring: Laurel, March 26 to 
April 12 (15 days); Bowie, April 
14-April 30 (15 days); Pimlico, 
May 1-May 17 (15 days). 

Fall racing: Laurel, Oct. 4-Oct. 
24 (18 days); Pimlico, Oct. 25- 
Nov. 15 (19 days); and Bowie, 
Nov. 17-Dec. 6 (18 days). 

MacPhail emphasized that his 
opposition to this plan may not 
necessarily kill the syndicate’s 
plan to buy the track, since he 
is only one member of the group. 
The group has until Feb. 20 to 
make its decision, he said. 

After the commission’s decision 
on the dates, MacPhail issued a 
statement calling for “a non-par- 
tisan, qualified commission ap- 
pointed by the governor to study 
the problems and needs of Mary- 
land racing. The travesties per-

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Remodeling Work Under Way, 
but Hospital Officials Promise 
It Will Not Change ‘Spirit’ 
of 86-Year-Old Institution

HEN Dr. Maynard W. Martin 

became the director of St. 

Luke’s Hospital, his instruc- 
tions were specific and to the 
point. 

“I was told,” Dr. Martin re- 
calls, “to run the hospital effi- 
ciently and keep it on a paying 
basis but I was by no means to 
destroy the homelike atmosphere.” 


“Homelike atmosphere” has al- . 


ways been the boast of St. Luke's 
Hospital, the sprawling bay-win- 
dowed building on the circular 
drive at 5535 Delmar boulevard. 
Now that a $2,225,000 remodeling 
job is under way, the men and 
women who report to the Epis- 
copal and Presbyterian church 
supporters of the hospital find 
they have two projects on their 
hands, One is the raising of 
$1,000,000 to complete their job; 
the other is reassuring patrons 
that changes will be in the struc- 
ture, not the spirit of the insti- 
tution. 


“Spirit” is a word you hear a 
great deal arpund St. Luke's. It 
is typical of the spirit of their 
employes, they will tell you, that 
one nurse asked that her last two 
weeks’ salary in 1951 be con- 
tributed to the building fund, 
that another woman has for many 
years on her own initiative col- 
lected a Christmas Fund for poor- 
er patients who come to the clin- 
ic, that the occupational therapy 
department specializes in such 
things as the belated celebration 
for a little girl who was badly 
burned just before her birthday. 

Patients, too, are imbued with 
something of this spirit, they 
point out. Some of them write 


glowing letters of thanks after. 


they've returned home and one 
of them recently phrased hers in 
verse. At one time’ earlier in the 
hospital’s 86 years of existence 
there was an elderly man who 
lived there simply because he 
liked it, and there is still a man 
who lives in a hotel throughout 
the year but arranges to spend 
each Christmas at St. Luke’s be- 
cause he likes the holiday at- 
mosphere there. 

“We have people who tell us, 
‘Our family always goes to St. 
Luke’s,’” said a representative of 
the hospital, “and, we even had 
one patient who used to say he’d 
rather die at St. Luke’s than get 
well any place else but I think 
he was overstating it a little.” ‘ 

“And heal the sick that are 
therein” (Luke 10:9) is the hos- 
pital’s motto, but there is much 
more to healing the sick than 
mere medication, they believe. 
Things of the mind and spirit 
are also taken into consideration, 
and in fact, it was a group of 
churchmen who first conceived 
the idea of the hospital. The 
group, called together by Edward 
Mead and the Rev. J. P. Annon 
met in a room of the Mercantile 
Library in November 1865, and 
by April 1866 opened the first 
hospital, on Ohio and Summer 
streets, now Thirteenth and Lami. 
It was just in time, it turned out. 
During the summer of ‘66, the 
board of directors unanimously 
“Resolved that St. Luke’s Infirm- 
ary be thrown open to the public 
for the gratuitous treatment of 
cholera patients during the con- 
tinuance of the prevailing epi- 
demic.” 

From 1866 to 1882 the hospital 
occupied four different buildings,

then moved way out west, to 
Nineteenth street and Washington 
avenue to a site given by Henry 
Shaw. 

Names noted in St. Louis med- 
ical history are part of St. Luke’s 
past, among them Dr. John T. 
Hodgen, surgeon-in-chief until 
1882; Dr. Henry M. Mudd who 
succeeded him, and Dr. Harvey G. 
Mudd, his brother. From 1872 
to 1899, the management of the 
hospital was in the hands of the 
Sisters of the Good Shepherd; in 
1899 an experimental school for 
nurses was started by Mrs. Mary 
J. Chambers. Its first graduate 
was Margaret Holland, who stayed 
on at the hospital for 50 years. 
Since that time, more than 1200 
young women have received their 
training at St. Luke’s School of 
Nursing, now headed by Eliza- 
beth McIntosh, and in the 1949 
state examinations, 12 of the top 
20 were St. Luke’s graduates. 

“They set a splendid staunch 
example of what nursing could 
be,” one veteran nurse no longer 
at St. Luke’s days of her training 
there. “It was like a large fam- 
ily, and there was always inter- 
est, pride, and eoncern over our 
patients. We were never allowed 
to refer to ‘404’; we always called 
patients by name.”
